ly placed as to facilitate this Business, in the interim the Riflemen, Light Infantry, 
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and Dragoons, shall repel every Attack of the Enemy by gaining their Flanks, and 
rear, in full Confidence of effectual Support from the Line, each and every of 

these Manoeuvres will be Performed in the Manner as Constantly practised by the 
Guards, and as particularly mention'd in the Order of Battle, by the General Orders 
of the 25th of August, 1793, and which are hereby recapitulated as far as Circumstan- 
ces will apply, with this Difference that the 3d Sub Legion is in place of the lth, 
and the 4th in place of the 3d, as directed by the Organization of the 20th.

mentioned, - If the Attack is on eithcr of the Flanks; The Rifle Corps, Light Infantry | 
and Dragoons Attached to the Flanks, shall Sustain and repel it, whilst the Van and 
rear Corps of Riflemen Light Infantry and Dragoons face, and by inclining to the 
Right and Left respectively, gain and turn the Flanks of the Enemy - 

In all and every of those Cases, these Corps must make the most Gallant efforts, 
in full confidence of Support from the Columns, in due Season, and as it is more 
than probable the hour is not fat distant when the Prowess of the Troops will be 
tried; The Commander in Chief takes this early Opportunity to impress upon every 
Individual belonging to the Legion, the fatal consequences that will inevitably 
attend them, should they shamefully give way, or attempt to fall back before they 
are called in, or supported; Should all or any of those Corps be Ordered to Charge 
the Enemy, or having attempted to Charge, Shamefully give way without having routed 
or dispersed the lbnemy, such Corp or Corps that shall so give way, shall expiats 
the Crime by the fire of the Artillery, or Musquetry of the Columns, which shall be 
directed at them to total extirpation - But the Commander in Chief has that con= 
fidence in the bravery of every Corps, [ificer and Soldier as to afford him a well 
grounded ope that he will never be reduced to the Necessity of putting these Orders 
into Execution, on the Contrary he has such full reliance on the Prowess, Conduct & 
fortitude of every Corps of the Legion as to afford him the most pleasing Prospect 
of Complete Victory over the Hydrae now in front =
